The Creation of a 


DX’er by James Wolf, 
KR9SOU 


Ft Wayne DX Association 


The setting: sometime in the mid 1960’s. 


I had just gotten home with the Hallicrafters SX- 
25, buying it from my Scoutmaster, Max Bell, 
for $25.00. Max was a design engineer at 
Magnavox and worked on tape recorders in their 
consumer division. I couldn’t know it yet, but 
someday I would work for Max. I really wasn’t 
sure what I had yet, but I did know it was a gen- 
eral coverage short wave radio of sorts, and I 
knew that short wave radios could hear the whole 
world. The only real experience I have had with 
short wave DX up to 
this point was the radio 
dad had in the base- 
ment. 


It was an old Philco 
console. It had four 
bands, one of them was 
AM, and one was prob- 
ably broken, which left 
just two. As I remem- 
ber, about the most I could ever hear on the 
Philco was the noise of airplane engines, or so I 
thought at the time. If you have even done any 
short wave listening, you know what I mean. I 
still remember sitting next to the black potbelly 
stove tuning across the two short wave bands 
hoping to hear something. Occasionally I would 
hear distant stations, many times in Spanish, but 
I figured that the other stations were just too far 
away to hear or the radio wasn’t a good-enough 
short wave radio. 


But now I owned a real short wave radio. My 
room was upstairs and I needed an antenna. 


I think I read in my Boy Scout radio merit badge 
book that I needed a long wire antenna to hear 
best. Somehow, I found enough wire to string an 
antenna out the window to the old cherry tree, 
about 60 feet away. This was it! I mean - what 
else could anyone ever want out of life was be- 
yond me. The fact that my mother or father didn’t 
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share my enthusiasm didn’t bother me, and my 
brother and my neighbors didn’t seem interested 
either. I couldn’t understand that. But, boy, did I 
ever log a lot of short wave stations in those days. 


I knew nothing about propagation or sunspots. I 
didn’t know what a gray line map was, and I 
didn’t know I probably had line noise up the 
kazoo. I couldn’t even begin to understand how 
a radio worked, even though I had my coveted 
Boy Scout radio merit badge. Those memories 
are still very vivid even today. Many times when 
I should have been asleep at night, I turned the 
lights off, put the headphones on and listened for 
far away broadcast stations. The light from the 
radio dial and the glow from the tubes seeping 
though the cabinet vents added to the mystery of 
having stations from all around the world show 
up in my bedroom. 


I couldn’t fathom how 
one could pick up 
enough signal from a 
radio station half way 
around the world on a 
little wire well enough 
to hear it. To this day 
it still intrigues me. 
Sure, one can do the 
math and figure in the 
propagation, but it seems somehow incomprehen- 
sible. After all, it’s just one of those things best 
left for God to understand and forever remain a 
mystery. Did you ever get that feeling while lis- 
tening to Art Bell? 


That’s how my life as a DX’er began. Those 
hours by the short wave radio as a youngster 
changed my life forever. It ushered in Amateur 
Radio as a hobby and together those experiences 
shaped what I studied in school, where I live, 
my career path, and turned my life in directions 
I'll never know. Amateur Radio and DX’ing 
played a significant role in making many impor- 
tant life-long friendships. Imagine if you will that 
you are talking to a young amateur radio opera- 
tor, possibly in an upstairs room in a small town 
in Germany. He might even have a long wire out 
the window to a nearby tree. He very easily could 
be in the early stages of becoming a DX’er.

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Final Two Ham 
Antennas Installed 
Aboard Space 
Station

The last two Amateur Ra- 
dio on the International 
Space Station (ARISS) antennas were installed 
this week during a space walk. The installation 
wraps up work that began last January when the 
first two of the four Italian-designed antennas 
were attached to the ISS exterior. During the sec- 
ond of two space walks this month, two mem- 
bers of the Expedition 5 crew attached essentially 
identical VHF-UHF flexible-tape antennas to the 
ISS Service Module on August 26. The space 
walk—or EVA (extra-vehicular activity)—had 
been postponed from August 23. 


Expedition 5 Flight Engineer Sergei Treschev, 
RZ3FU, joined Crew Commander Valery Korzun, 
RZ3FK, during the nearly 10-hour-long space 
walk. In addition to installing the new ham radio 
antennas, the pair prepared the station for upcom- 
ing space walks and worked with Russian and 
Japanese experiments on the station’s exterior. 


Installation of the new ARISS antennas on the 
Zvezda Service Module—the crew’s living quar- 
ters—makes possible two separate ham stations 
aboard the orbiting outpost—one for VHF op- 
eration, the other for UHF (70 cm). Similar flex- 
ible-tape antennas for VHF-UHF and for HF were 
installed during January space walks by the Ex- 
pedition 4 crew, although there is not yet any HF 
gear aboard the ISS. 


The newest two VHF-UHF flexible tape anten- 
nas—designated WA1 and WA2—were installed 
along the perimeter of the aft end of the Zvezda 
Service Module, near the Soyuz docking port. 


ARISS is an international project sponsored 
jointly by ARRL, NASA and AMSAT. A paper 
entitled “2001: an Amateur Radio Space Odys- 
sey on the International Space Station,” which 
details the development of ARISS and discusses 
the four new ARISS antennas, is available via 
the ARISS Web site <http://ariss.gsfc.nasa.gov/ 
EVAs/amsat01.pdf>.

Radio Amateur Callbook To Cease 
Publication 


from The ARRL Letter — The end of the line for 
Radio Amateur Callbook: Radio Amateur 
Callbook is throwing in the towel and will cease 
publication of its CD-ROM Callbook product 
effective with its winter 2003 edition, which will 
come out in November. “Due to accessibility to 
the FCC database via the Internet, sales have 
declined to levels that make it unprofitable to 
publish future editions,” publisher Bob Hughes 
announced in a recent news release. In 1997, 
citing “rising costs and increasing demand for 
electronic publishing” the company phased out 
its telephone-book-size paper North American 
and international editions in favor of its CD- 
ROM product. The 1997 Callbook—the 75th 
edition—was the last hard-copy version avail- 
able.

ternational driver’s license—good around the world,” 
Siverling said. He conceded that CITEL-CEPT reciprocity 
will not benefit US amateurs, however. Only licensees else- 
where in the Americas would be affected, since US licens- 
ees already enjoy automatic or nearly automatic reciprocal 
licensing in many countries throughout Europe and the 
Americas. 


Since the resolution requires modification of an existing 
agreement, the next step is approval by the Organization of 
American States General Assembly, which meets next June, 
Siverling explained. 


The resolution builds on existing CITEL and CEPT arrange- 
ments. A CITEL convention already provides for tempo- 
rary amateur station operations in one member state by in- 
dividuals holding an IARP and licensed by another mem- 


ber state “without further review.” A similar CEPT mu- 
tual-recognition arrangement in many European signatory 
countries—Recommendation T/R 61-0 1—makes possible 
operation by amateurs from CEPT countries during short 
visits to other CEPT member countries or to non-CEPT 
participating countries—including the US—without hav- 
ing to obtain a temporary license. 


Among other things, the CITEL proposal, called Resolu- 
tion 32, would encourage CITEL member states to adhere 
to the IARP convention. It further calls upon those mem- 
ber states to approve the draft protocol to the IARP con- 
vention to extend to CEPT license holders from countries 
that have implemented CEPT Recommendation T/R61-01 
the same privileges IARP holders enjoy.
